In attacking the llmiscftr Admiral Do 
Hort^ey acted at the reciuebt of thu Toru- 
vian Government, which found the naval 
force at their command inadequate to 
cope with tho recalcitrant monitor, and 
also to prevent the dehtruction of the pro- 
perty of British subjects, which had bst-n 
already seriously damaged.

There is 
plenty of lint and medicine, but there is 
a dearth of doctors and iustruments. The 
town is well provided with provisious and 
ammunition.

FISHERY CLAIMS. 



The American press are remarking upon 
tho claim pnt in by tbe Canadian govern- 
ment beforo the fisheries commission at 
Halifax. The Philadelphia Bulletin thinks 
tho large sum asked by tho Cauadian^i^ in- 
tended as a "blnff;" and says: "Tho Fish- 
ery Commission now in session at Ilalifaic 
has hiul presented to it Canada's claim for 
componsation for permitting citizens of 
tho United Stales to use its lisherieB. The 
sum asked for is §14,800,000 for tho Do- 
minion and Newfoundland. Modesty, it 
will bo observed, is not one of the prom- 
inent characteristics of the managers of 
tho Canadian case. If the managers of 
our case cannot prove with superior 
clearness thai tho advantages which wo 
ofl'er to Canada is a free morket for her 
fish aro not worth at least $20,000,000 wo 
shall lose our faith in American ingenuity. 
Of com lie not oven tho nio>it sanguine of 
Canadians expect to got such a sum ns 
that asked for. Tho plan is to strike high; 
to run up the figures; to go so far forward 
that room will he allowed for safe and 
graceful retirement. If the Canadians 
have any claim against us at all.we should 
say that at the worst it can be disposed of 
for a sum about 812,000,000 less than thnt 
aeked for." It seems that tlioro is little 
cause to complain of Canadian want of 
modesty, in riew o{ the exorbitant Ala- 
bama claim , the balance of which the 
United Stotos do not know how to appor- 
tion, and tho audacity contained in tho 
reeompieptlation to "strike high." 



In rending tbo story of Drake's vuvngo 
round the world in tho year l.j7'Jit scarce- 
ly seems possible that in the description 
given it applies to this part of the world. 
When sailing along the coast in the 
months of June and July ho speaks of the 
intense cold prevailing from 38 deg. to 
48 deg.

Neither did this happen for the tiinoouly, 
but rather seemed indeod toiiioceed from 
some ordinary cause. It came to that 
extremiiy iu sailiug '1 deg. further north- 
ward, that it seeuiod to our si-iinior! a 
qnestioo whether their hands should feed 
their mouths or rather keep theniselves 
within their coverts from the pinching 
cold that did bfnumb them. Our meat 
when removed from tho liro would pre- 
sently in a manner bo frozen up, and our 
ropes and tackling in u few days were 
grown to that Htilfnesa I bat what three 
men were able to perform now six mou 
with their best strength wero h.irdly able 
to accomplish." Tho natives vi-iting 
them, though wrapped in warm furs, 
camo shivoring, crowding closi! tdgolhor 
body to body to receive heat one ot an- 
other, while Ui to the cuuiitry he de-eri- 
bes it as uuhaud.some and deioi nujd,, show- 
ing trees without leaves, tuul t^'.round with- 
out greenness, and all tlii.i (U serqition le- 
feriug to tho months of Juno and .1 uly. 
Verily, a marvellous change for tbe bel- 
ter since Juno 1579 has taken jilaco. 
Tho wretched woatlier Drake ileseribes 
has been supplanted by tho boautiful cli- 
mate wo now enjoy, as well oh by the im- 
proved character of tho country in the 
present day.

Tho Court ordorod iiu olhoor to go 
roaod and killtbs dog. 

Wi-hai-tun, an Indian, chaigoil witli liav- 
ing wilfully miirduiod Tlio.s. Ainaioy, mas- 
ter of !bo Arnnrican stcumor G. S. Wright, 
on or about the 25th of .January, 1873. 

Billy Coma, beiiii^ h'vorn, .said tliat ho 
was a coal pasaor on board tlia atoamor 
G. S. Wriglit; he shipped ou board two 
months and two weeks before she blow 
up opposito Waal;aneo; when sho blow 
\ip ho w.is in bed; went ou dock and tliero 
found l sohlii iH who woke up tho captain 
and tliQ male; they low>;r'.'d tiio bi>at and 
told tho captain to (;i;nii) on l)oard tlio 
boat, but liu rofu.sed to go; ho .-laid ha 
would not Icavo the steamer, but would 
die there; the noldiers then took liold of 
him and put liira ia the boiit,liu (witness) 
alao wont on board; almost immediatoly 
afterwards tho steamer wout (h>wn: did 
not know how muiy tKirsoiis wero ou 
board; one of the soLlieisj was a big, 
black-whiski'ro.i man witli a soldior's coat 
and brass buttons, he had i'oar gold stripes 
on his arm, one on eaoh sbouldor, and n 
amftU eagle on his cap; they were ;i hours 
getting to laud, and whuu thoy rn: Ihoro 
mado a lire; tho captain had notir .tig but 
hia p-inta and undershirt on; thuy g.itlior- 
ed a lot of brush uad covered tliomselvas 
up with this to got warm. Tho captain 
told the witueEB to look after tho lire aud 
not let it go out, for if he did thej would 
all die of cold. About i o'clock ia the 
inorniug they had a big firo and somo la- 
diaus oauio iu siglit in a caaot;; dojs uot 
not know how ina:iy wero iu tho canoe; 
tho oaptaiu hailed them and told them lio 
would give tlieui SoDJ to take them down 
to Bella Bella; the Indiana told thorn to 
■tay there and Ihoy would go and get 
some blankets; (ho, tho witness was in- 
terpreter) ; the captain, &a., -stayed ihurn 
all that day till 11 at night; the captain 
laid down clone to tho tiro, tho four tol- 
diers ou tliu othor side of tho lire, tho 
mato by tlic sido of tho captain, and he 
(wituess) was sitting down by tho fire; 
they were all asleep with tho exception of 
him<3elf; about 11 o'clock four Indians 
camo iu a small oauoe, h (wituosa) over- 
heard them talking, tho old man Huata- 
flo-ce-lar proposed to shot him (wituess) ; 
bo called out and told thom not to shoot 
bim, for if they did not, thoy would got 
lots of blankets; ho thiiu woke upjtlio cai) 
tain and told him that tho ludiaus had 
come to do some harm; as the captaia was 
getting up, Wo-hai-lum liiod two shots at 
bim; tlio liiat shot hit him in the '^tomach, 
tho other iu llie bi'flast; tli;) captain foil, 
orawled ou liirt hands aud feet a little dis- 
taucj aud then dropped ; one of tUo In- 
dians, not iiresout iu G.Jur;,shot tlio mato 
while he was lying down. Tiie fiiiliani 
had flint Iccic muskets; tho old man, 
Hyats-ao CO lar loaded the guus; tho sol- 
diers wore shot as soon as they got up by 
two Indians uot iu Court. During the 
tirao this was going on, lio (witnoss) had 
loft the lire ami gouo into the liusli; after 
the ludiaus had killed tliom all, Hyats- 
se-ou-lur and two other Indians came up 
to the fire, aud ony of the Indiana took 
up the captaio's watub, Hyats se-ca-lur 
picked tip tne box, but they all claimed 
it.and a quarrel aroso which re.-tulted in 
tho shooting of one of iho Indians; tho 
others to jk the box and went to tho ca- 
noe, then camo back and put tho dead 
BJon into tho canoe, tied luavy stones to 
their neoks and suuk them in tho wator. 
The witnoss for four daya had uuthieg to 
eat, be stayed by the flro ull this time; the 
Indians wanted to take bim, but he said 
nol that he would "slk to Bella Bella. 
He startoil, and was walking along tho 
shore looking for s-ometlung to eat, when 
the Indians camo up and told him that if 
be did not come, that they wmild shoot 
him; so ho went with them to Waukeneo; 
bo stayed there a long time; the Indians 
gavo him a klouteliinan not to say any- 
thing about what had hnppenod to the 
whito [j'jople; th(! liist wliite man ho lold 
was Tom btali'ord, who was ono of the 
convict guards; he had not told anyone 
before, because tho Waukeneo's told him 
that if ho did thoy would go to bis 
country and kill him and take all belong- 
ing to him; ho did not know where tho 
olothos were or tho oaptain'.s watch, ho 
' believed tho mate'.s pipe was in tho pos- 
sessiou of another tribo now; ho has boon 
living over the Sound sinco 187;J; never 
told any ono over there; ho said ho had 
never told any one before, because he wan 
afraid and v.Muhl not have told now 
only iMarv at AI(m I Uay had told on bim. 
Tho boat'the captain landed from was a 
v.-hilo boat; tho Indians burnt it. 

Tho case was t 'on adjourned for quo 
traolc for the production of further evi- 
denes.

HOW THE CZAB TBAVELS. 

A Tragic Episode. 



(Ploleitti Utter to New York Tlmes.j 

The Emperor Alexander travols iu a 
carriage construoted chiefly for hia ac- 
comodntion; this car, 36 feet|ia length, 
is a moving palace; there is a parlour, 

a bed-room, and a dining-room, furn 
ishod with rare maguilicouce, aud it 
has adopted a system of wheels which 
enablea it to pass upon any rnilway in 
Europe, what-ever be the gauge. Tho 
imperial train is preceded by a pilot 
locomotive, on which is tho Director 
of thtj lino. Thirty minutes follows a 
socond train, with ougineora and work- 
ineu provided with everything uecoa- 
earyto repair the road in case of acci- 
dent. Twenty minutes after this are the 
coaches contaiuing tho itaporial suite, 
aud lastly, at auothcr interval of half 
au hour, comes the escort of 300 sol- 
diers. Tho Czar seemed . wearied with 
his journey, luul as he is much changed 
since I rode behind him at the mugni- 
ficent.review at Longchanips, just ten 
years ago, when Napoleon III., thou 
apparsntly at tho zenith of his glory, 
assembled in his cortego the (Jzar and 
the Ozarowitz, and William of Prussia 
and the Crown Prince, and Bismarck 
and Moltke, with a host of lesser 
lights. There was a mad attempt at 
aasassination in tho Alleo dos Acacias, 
on tho roluru to Paris, when tho pro- 
vidential shying of a horse then made 
Mr. liainibaut'a fortune, and preserv- 
ed the life of the emperor of all the 
llussians. Since thou, it is said, his 
Majesty has been haunted by a con- 
stant dread of a ropotitiou of the crime, 
during this journoy .in particular, ho has 
given orders that all stratiger*) should 
bo kept aloof, and the ceremouio'j of 
jjublic proseutations slioiild bo cur- 
tailed as much as poa.siblo. 

A dramatic but most unfortunate 
incident wiiich occurred at Jassy, ou 
Tuesday will probably. add a npff ele- 
ment of distrust to the nervousne'iis of tho 
already too sensitive monarch. During tho 
Horvo-Turkisli war of 1870 some 7110 Gir- 
casidau velunteors presented themselves 
to Prince Jlilan, luiil were formed into a 
legion under liu: command of a remark- 
ably handsome fellow— Kotzninski, a 
Captain of the Circassians of 'the Impciuul 
Ouard. The legion behaved well; tlio 
chief distinguished himself particularly, 
and was deooratod for valour. The war 
tinished, tliu lius^ian viduntoors wero re- 
called, and all left save Kot/.uinski , who 
remaiiiod on in Belgrade, wlieru ho was 
remarked for his prodigality, his success- 
es amoug tho hi'lios, and his absolute ini- 
pecuuio^ity. Peoplo, indeed, marvelled 
much hoiv ho lived, for hj owed every 
tradesman in Belgrade, never paid hia 
hotel bill, and yot drove tlio finest equip- 
age in tho Servian cajjital. At last tho 
IvUBsian army cro.-^sed (hePnith, and sud- 
denly ono (lay tho Circassian Adauia dis- 
appeared, and, exoopt that ilio "Russian 
Army Gazette" had published his dismis 
sal for absence without leave, oil trace of 
bim was lost until ou Tuesday evouing 
last, when, on tho platform of the Jassy 
Railway Stalion, ho stepped up iu full 
uniform, threw himself on his knoea be- 
fore tho Czar, aud solicited his pardon 
and reinstatement to command. The reply 
was iu tho negative, accompanied by an 
order to arrest him as a deserter. There- 
upon came the dotwuemenl — Kotzninski, 
who, it soems, was ovor head and oars in 
debt, (b'ow liiii kliundjar, aud stabbing 
himself three limes in the breast fell for- 
ward on the threshold ni the Audience 
Chamber, with aery of " Vifg I KmpcrcurV 
It is not known whether his wound* aio 
mortal, but the Czar, naturally much i'u- 
pressed by the scene, has. given orders 
that he should roaeivo every attention at 
the hands of his own medicnl attendant. 



Water Supply— Jastice to James Bay. 

Editor CoLosiaT: — Tho City Council 
has lately obtained consenf from tho citi- 
zens to borrow .S20,0i)0 to (uiable them to 
extend tho wator works undnmkc it a pro- 
fitable institution. 

Naturally it was expected after the agi- 
tation that had prevailed in James Bay 
Ward for tho supply of this indispensable 
article, and the atrong claims that bad 
been put forth, this ward would have re- 
ceived first attention. 

Nothing can be more clear than timt it 
was the uece.ssity for Jjmes Bay hoing 
supplied with water that was the origin 
of this movement, and the primary cause 
that led to the City Council coming bo- 
fore the citizens and asking for Iheir vote 
of approval at tho recent election upon 
the subject of the borrowing of thu inon- 
«y. In fact, it is well known so urgent 
was the demand for a water supply for 
James Bay Ward, that tho late Cuuncil 
wore induced to step right ont of the us- 
ual course in order to accomplish it, and 
inako irregu];*r arrangements with Mr. 
Monk. 

And yot, and yet, notwithstanding this 
widl known statu of things, it would seem 
this $r'.iiO,000 is to be spent, for giving wa- 
tor supply to other parts of tho city— 
which are going to get the preference, 
and James Bay with ita priority of de- 
mand — its strong, pressing claims to be 
heard, and its abuuilant moans of being 
roprodiictivo i.s iu tho meimliiuo to be 
passed by. 

It cannot bo said by way of jiintificution 
that James Bay Ward contributes but lit- 
tle to the City revenue, and has feeblo 
claims to be attended to; for the contrary 
is well known, and can be s'ubiitantiated 
by reforenoo to the Assessment roll, 
James Buy Ward has a right to bo Iieard 
and iitt"ndod to in the demand put forth 
by the suhslantial residents of that im- 
portant locality for a share of tho 
that has been lately borrowed to give wa- 
ter to tho citizens, andtheroforo the ques- 
tion is hero raised, and a s.dis^fmdory im- 
Hwor will be sure to 1)0 deiiiaiiih^il , as to 
what tho City Council aro going to do 
with this 920,000 of borrowed money.

Tlie Eoropean Sitnation. 

Tho London World sums up a review 
of the situation thus:— 

That Austria will move troops into 
■Bosnia is mo.st probable. Tho lino of 
action for England is plainly marked 
out. There are tasks we cannot, and 
tasks that wo can, undertake. AVo can- 
not attempt to copo with Russia iu the 
open field; for our small contingent of 
forty thousand mon, far from its base, 
would fioou dwindle to a shadow. But 
wo can defend Constantinople if need 
bo; we con prevent Crete falling into 
other hands. And we believe it would 
be found that no sooner will Russia 
have crossed tho frontier than ourGov- 
tirniuent will despatch what force it 
can noUoct, not to,"Uon9tantiuop]e, but 
to Crete, aud to tho peninsula on tho 
west of the Dardanelles; there to bido 
events in healthy camping grounds, 
giving no aid to tiio Turk, but ready, 
if our intorosts uro directly threatened 
to cccupy lines v.ost of Constantinople 
and hold them against all comers. 

Before Russia can clo.se the war on 
which sho is now about to embark sba 
will bo liuaucially bankruot; and 
Turkey, though she may have" to yield 
Asiatic provinces, can pay no indemn- 
ity. Thus the injury to Russia from 
this war will be far beyond the gain. 
Hor credit will be ruined, her dream 
of a free Bosporous will not bo real- 
ised. 

Iu tho blackuosa of tho situation one 
gleam of light shines out. We have at 
length learned that Prince Bismarok's re- 
tirement, which it is endeavored to at- 
tribute to German internal politics, is duo 
to his inability to bring the Eiuporor to 
his views regarding war with Franco. 
Tho Emperor, atom as ho is.shriuks from 
tho idea of so soon entering on another 
groat ^var without any immediate striking 
provocation, and tho Chancellor sees all 
his ellorts foiled. All his plans have 
been iu vain. While Gorlsehakoff has 
conquered tho Czar, and made of him an 
unwilling tool, the old Gorman Ivaiser ia 
firm and unyielding; and even the great 
Bismarck has to givo away. .The iuflu- 
onco of the Prince Imperial, and of "that 
Englishwoman," wdiom BisiuRok likes 
not, aro to be traced in this. ■ If Eurapa 
is sjjarcd tho horrorn of this war in tha 
West, iu which Italy would assuredly 
havs chimed iu, all tho horrors of the war 
in the East may more easily be borne. 

Tho voice of tho British people has not 
yet spoken. Led away on false tracks, 
Englishmen have lieen hoodwinked and 
deceived. With statesman-like rissorve, 
our ministers have, said no word against 
the, Government of the Czar. But when 
Russia throws aside tho mask, when our 
GoTorument speaka out, and tails tho 
deeds of lying and chicanery whioh it 
knows full woU; when tho English people 
learn how they have been cheated and be- 
guiled—with ono voice the nation will 
crj'Out to be revenged for the deceit, and 
Willi demand'; that our honor, and onr in- 
terests be protected by the might of our 
right strong arm.

Clergymen of tho Churcb of England 
seem to be getting into trouble iu a 
variety of of ways just lately, what 
with Burial Scandals and Ritualistic 
troubles. The Rev. J. J. Vernon has 
got into hot water from another cause. 
He was charged with libelling the Rev. 
G. "Whitehead, cuiate of a neighbor- 
ing village, iukI was committed for 
trial. One of the motboda adopted by 
the defotulaut to express his foeling 
was to cause "Whitehead is a scamp" 
to be sown in mustard and cress in 
his garden. 

Referring to the claim of $12,000,000 
for Canada aud $2,800,000 for New- 
foundland made by English Commia- 
siouers at the Fishery CommiBBion at 
Halifax, the "Times" Philadelphia 
correspondent telegraphs that tlieso 
sums lie considered exorbit;),nt by 
tho Americans, aud thoro is a resolu- 
tion not to pay anything liko such 
enormous amounts. It is considered 
absurd to ask for twelve years' partici- 
pation in the fisheries an amount al- 
mostequal to tho entire Geneva award. 

English shippers and underwriters 
aro becoming nervous ovor tho fro- 
qiieiu loss of vosscls by Bpontanooua 
coiubustion of coal. Every year large 
numbers of coal-laden vessels are 
posted at Lloyds as missing, with all 
hands, and it is dilHcult to avoid tho 
conclusion that they had beou burned 
iu mid-ocean, aud not a human being 
preserved to relate tho causes. The 
lignrjH show that 1,155 lives have been 
lost and a tonnage of 30,000, repre- 
senting 37,000 tons of coal, has been 
destroyed, through the apontanoous 
combuKtioii of coal at sea, 

Tho Bradlaugh prosecutiou, reported 
at a groat length iu the London papers, 
has come to a conclusion. After tho 
evidence for tlio pro.sectition, proving 
tho sale of the "Eriiila of Philoaophy," 
and tho addresses of counaol, contend- 
ing that it was a work prodjudicinl to 
public morals, Mr. Bradlaugii and Mrs. 
Besant made able speeohes.for the de- 
fouco. They argued that not one 
sentence in tlio pamphlet was directed 
against marriage, and that tho subjects 
in quostiou wore disciisaod quite as 
fully and less delicately in "Gapontor's 
rhysioiogy,"a book placed inthe hands 
of boys and girls, and wbioh the Bo- 
corder who charged the Gaand Jury 
against thom had proaontod aa a prize. 
The Lord Chief Justice iiiterpoHed, 
observing that tho Solicitor-General's 
contention was that dotaila ecsontial 
in a medical book wore unocessary in 
a book for the public, and might have 
an evil tendency. Mr. Bradlaugb said 
tho contention amounted to this,arich 
lady might gam from hor physician 
knowledge whioh it was criminal to 
communicato to tho poor, to whom it 
was more easontial . Miss Alice Vicary 
examined by Mrs.Besant, deposed that 
sho hftd examined the book, and con- 
sidered it fit for gont ral circulation.

The Lord Chief Justice, in summiu;? 
up tho case for tho jury, said there wa' 
one point iu which ho thought every 
one attending tho trial would concur 
with the Solicitor-General, and that 
was as to the mischievous character and 
effect of the prosecution. A more ill- 
advised, a more injudicious proceed- 
ing in the way of a prosecution v.t.s 
probably never brought in a court of 
justice. Here was a work that had 
been published now for more than forty 
years, and which appeared never to 
have got into general circulation to 
any practical extent, which by this in- 
judicious course had been resuscitated 
and sent into general oirculatiou to the 
extent of thousands of copies, and 
when tlie learned Solicitor-General 
said that in conHcquonco of the chal- 
I lengo sent forth by tho defendants ic 
the police authorities after tho work 
had been given up at Bristol, that they 
were prepared to publish it and sell i"t 
with a view to challenge the question 
as to whether it was a work 
that might bo sold— when the So- 
licitor-General said it left uo alterna- 
tive to tho authorities but to challongo 
it, he must say he did not agreo wiTh 
him. Whoa the Solicitor-Genoral 
talked of tbo authorities, he should 
like to know to whom ho referred. The 
Solicitor-General had not ventured to 
say that anybody but the policeman 
was in fact the prosecutor in the case, 
and he should very much like to know 
who wero the prosecutors, for that had 
not yet transpired. The Solicitor-Gen- 
eral said it might have been the nui 
gistrates; he i\id not beliovo it. How- 
ever, tho defendants were indicted fof 
having published the work with tho 
intention of corrupting and vitiating 
public morals. Tho law declared eveiy 
publication which outraged decency 
was illegal. If this was not a work of 
that oharaoter, the defendants wero 
entitled to be acquitted. There was 
not a single word in the pamphlet 
which would havu the effect of excit- 
ing tho passions, but it dealt only 
with dry physiological technicalities. 
The question was whether tho checks 
proposed for preventing over-popula- 
tion were such as were opposed to 
morality. It was for them to say if 
thoy adopted tho Solicitor-General's 
view that they were contrary to the 
law of God and man. There could be 
no doubt of tho 'bona fides' of the de- 
fendants iu publishing this book to re- 
lieve the misery of the poor, and for 
tho bettering the condition of human- 
ity. It waa a questi(m whotbcr tho 
indications for the guidance of married 
people might not have au injurious ef-. 
feet on public morality by indicating 
to tho unmarried bow they might avoid 
the couaequences of iintnoral coi duct. 

After au absonco of one hour and 
thirty-five minutes, tho jury .returned 
into Court with a verdict that the work 
is calculated to debase public morals, 
but entirely exonerating tho defoud- 
ants from any corrupt motives iu pub- 
lishing it. 

Tho Lord Chief Justice — Ou that 
finding I must direct you to find a 
verdict against tho defendants. Tho 
jury's exoneration would bo taken in- 
to account on a future day. 

A verdict of guilty was then enter- 
ed, and tho prisoners wero ordered to 
ap))ear for sentencoon that ihiy week.
